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Opening of the Convention This Morning 
President Colman’s Address—Mayor Fran- 
cis Welcomes the Delegat PP 
of Committees and Other Proceedings. 


The third annual meeting of the Mississippi 
Valley dairy and creamery association opened 
with an excellent attendance of delegates in 
the Polytechnic building this morning. 
The meeting was callea to order by 
President Norman J. Colman, United 
States commissioner of agricuiture, and after 
the preliminary work of organizing for the 
session the president delivered his open- 
ing address. Introducing his subject, 
he said that he thought it proper 
to lay before the association some statistics of 
a national character and to make some obser- 
vations thereon, in regard to the important 
industry represented in the con- 
vention. President Colman stated that 
the United States surpassed all 
other countries in the number of cows. There 
are about 16,000,000 milch cows in the United 
States,and twenty-eight to each 100 of popula- 
tion. The census of milk production has 
never been taken, and the yield per 
cow varies in different states, but the 
average has been placed at 350 gallons per cow, 
which makes 5,600,000,000 gallons per —— 
of which 3,000, 000, 0% pounds are required 
to ak 1,000, 600,000 pounds of real 
430,000,000 pounds to make 870,- 
pounds of cheese, and 2,170,000,000 
gallons, or nearly 40 per cent, are consumed 
as food. The consumption of butter is in- 
creasing. It has risen from 16% pounds per 
head in 1860 to 18 pounds in 1880. This is far 
more than the consumption of any other coun- 
try, the consumption in Italy being only 1 
pound per capita. 

The consumption of cheese is light in this 
country as compared with others, and should 
be increased. dent Colman urged the 
nursingofthe exporttrade. The export of 
last year amounted to over twenty-one 
millions, valued at over $3 ,000 , 000 
perannum. The United States has exported 
about 119,000,000 pounds of cheese during the 
ten years from 1875 to 1884 inclusive. The ex- 

orts of dairy products in the last ten years 

ave averaged in value $16,000,000. 

The total value of milch cows in this coun 
is about $475,000,000, and the lands used in 
dairy products represent about twice as much 
of value. The returns, owing to the careless- 
ness of tne dairy men with regard to data con- 
cerning the dairy interest, have been 
small in the department of agriculture. 
President Colman, said that he would en- 
deavor to obtain information on the subject 
of the dai interests, and he hoped there 
would soon be a government farm for experi- 
ment, President Oolman called attention to

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IDLE RUMORS OF A RIOT THROW LONDON

The Police of the English Capital Severely 

Oriticiszed—A False Alarm from Greenwich 


in the Northwest Territory—Foreign News. 
- Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
Lonpon, February 11.—All day yesterday 
London was simply frightened out of its wits. 
Adense fog gave some reason to apprehend 
attempts at robbery, but the panie was almost 
idiotic, All the shops were shut and many 
barricaded with planks. The police were 
going about in fours, whole platoons 
of them marching and countermarch- 
all day. Hussars were galloping 
between the different barracks where compa- 
nies of troops were kept under arms. At 
Scotland Yard,the headquarters of the Metro- 
politan police, 3,000 constables were in re- 
serve with horsed vans to convey them to any 
point. All the street-lamps were lighted. 
Gangs of young rufflans rushed about, shout- 
ing and greatly enjoying the fun. This 
state of things was almost entirely due 
to the action of the police. Public opinion 
denounced them so strongly for their utter 
inaptitude on Monday, that they were com- 
pelled to make a show to save their credit. 
They went about everywhere, at mid-day, 
asking shopkeepers to close instantly. The 
alarm soon spread and grew into a panic. 
The following are the facts which, under my 
personal knowledge, show what basis there 
was for the excitement. In the middle of 
the afternoon an alarming message reached 
the newspaper offices that amob from Green- 
wich was marching on London. Instantly 
three reporters were dispatched to meet it. 
When they reached Greenwich they found 
everybody there in terror, expecting an at- 
tack from a London mob, On their 
way back they found the police hold- 
ing the two places. All talk of 
a Socialist rising is childish nonsense. I un- 
derstand that the authorities have been ad- 
vised by the law officers of the erown that 
Hyndman and others can be convicted ona 
charge involying two years hard labor, there- 
fore, warrants are expected to be issued. 
Hyndman told me he should offer to surrender 
himself this afternoon.

I shall never lead the party 
or the nation astray until we have 
gained for you the right to lead and govern 
yourselves. Iwill only add my convictions 
that the day is very near at hand when we shall 
have gained for Ireland the right to make her 
own laws on Irish soil. When that day comes 
J shall regard my mission as fulfilled. I have 
not entered on this great struggle with any 
motives of personal ambition, but it is my 
duty to stand by you till these measures are 
gained for you.’’

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MW’CORMICK’S MEN. 
The Employes of the Great Reaper Works 
Threaten to Strike. 

CurcaGo, February 1l.—A morning paper is 
authority for the statement that a strike by 
thirteen or fourteen hundred of the employes 
at McOormick’s reaper works is imminent, 
The article says whether one occurs or not 
depends on the answer which Mr. MeCormick 
may give to-day to a committee from the 
Molders’ union. If a strike is ordered, it is 
said, it will be with the approyal and by the 
direction of the Knights of Labor, It 
will be effectual and receive complete 
support from all branches of that body, The 
situation as described by a member of the 
Molders’ union is this: At the time the 
strike among McCormick’s employes last 
April was settled, the demands of the strikers 
were acceded to, and all the men were prom- 
ised employment after the works should start 
up on the expiration of the usual shut-down 
periodin the summer. The works started up 
about the middle of August, and it was then 
found that machines had been put in to do the 
molder 8 work, About fifteen or eighteen 
machines have been put in, and each one is 
calculated to do the work of ten 
men. The superintendent, it is claimed, 
refused re-employ the molders, 
and instead hired some common unskilled 
laborers to run the machines. A few non- 
union molders were employed also. The 
union men claim that the machines have 
proved a failure; that wages have been cut 

own, and that things were generally unsatis- 
factory to them. Several union men have 
been employed within a few days, but on 
learnin at they would have to work with 
non-union men left, A meeting will be held 
this evening to receive Mr. McCormick’s an- 
g wer, and in cage it is not satisfactory, to con- 
wider the question of ordering a general 
strike. 


The Coke Famine,

A COMFORTING COMPARISON. 

In the German Reichstag yesterday, in 
reply to a motion for an inquiry into the 
currency question, the Government an- 
swered that there was no scarcity of coin 
in Germany and that the stock of gold 
bore adequate proportion to the stock of 
silver. If the anti-silver government of 
Germany does not feel oppressed or 
menaced by its stock of silver the attempt 
to create a panic on account of silver 
accumulations in this country must look 
strange to BISMARCK. 

Although Germany’s silver coin is rated 
to gold at the old ratio of 15% and she has 
more of it per capita than we have, it does 
not alarm her. A vear ago the Imperial 
Bank of Germany held but $62,231,000 of 
gold against $76,059,000 of silver. The re- 
port on February 4, 1886, showed $88,966, - 
000 of gold and $78,894,000 of silver. That 
did not look much like silver driving gold 
out of the country. France has $12 per 
capita of silver where we have but @. A 
year ago the Bank of France carried 
5200, 425,005 of gold with 206, 138, 525 of 
silver. February 4, 1886, it reported on 
hand $231,043.616 of gold and $217,258, 702 of 
silver. No gold driven out there. 

The reports and estimates of our 
mints, our Treasury and our banks 
show a much greater preponderance 
of gold over silver than those coun- 
tries boast. We had $42,174,636 of gold 
and only $278,824,201 of silver coin, accord- 
ing to the estimates of the Director of the 
Mint, on July 1, 1885. Of this the National 
banks held $165,575,867 in gold, and only 
$10,081,279 in silver dollars, while there 
was in other banks, trust companies and 
other private hands 923, 375, 608 in gold, 
and only 5129, 920, 930 in silver dollars. 

If Germany and France are safe from 
all danger of having their gold crowded 
out by their ‘‘depreciated’’ and dis- 
honest“ silver, we are certainly not less 
safe than they, since we are exporting 
more silver and acquiring a larger pro- 
portion of gold than they.

ASKING FOR MORE, 

A call on the President for information 
in regard to the contract between the 
land-grant railroads of the Transconti- 
nental Association and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company has elicited from the 
Secretary of the Interior an official copy 
of the contract. It is an agreement t hat 
the Association shall pay the Steamship 
Company $85,000 per month, or $1,020,000 
per annum, for ‘‘the entire and exclusive 
control of all through business of the 
Steamship Company between New York 
and San Francisco each way,’’ and it 
provides that no freight or passengers 
shall be taken except at prices fixed by 
the Association.” It also limits the num- 
ber of steamers to two each month and 
the amount of freight each steamer may 
carry to 600 tons, and provides that the 
Association shall be entitled to one-half 
of the gross earnings on any excess of 
freight carried over the 600 tons named. 

Here is a contract such as the courts 
have invaribly pronounced illegal and 
void, because it is the bond of an unlaw- 
ful combination against public policy, the 
compact of an illicit conspiracy against 
the equities of commerce and the rights of 
the people. And yet the parties to this 
contraband bargain, this unrighteous at- 
tempt to maintain extortionate rates of 
transportation between the Atlantic and 
Pacific by illegal means, are on both sides 
beneficiaries of Government bounty. Sub- 
sidies,and extravagant mail contractsthat 
were only subsidies in disguise, have been 
lavished on the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company on the ground that the Govern- 
ment would thus help to maintain larger 
facilities for commerce and thus cheapen 
transportation for the public good. On 
the same ground the Government gave to 
the men who built and own the transcon- 
tinental roads land worth far more than 
the roads cost, and loaned them over $60, - 
000, 000 besides, the interest on which they 
have never paid. When subsidized com- 
mon carriers enter into such an unlawful 
contract to perpetrate such a gross wrong 
upon the public, isitnot time to protect 
the wronged public by imposing a severe 
penalty on the transgression? 

But instead of cowering from merited 
punishment or fearing to provoke the 
enactment of some check upon their law- 
lessness, these parties are all insolently 


loans at a lower interest, to enable them 
to build new lines and add new tentacles 
to the devil-fish of monopoly. Disguise it 
as they may the proposed compromise of 
the government debt of the Pacific roads 
is nothing but a new loan of something 
more than $100,000,000 to them for eighty 
years at one-half the rate of interest the 
Government pays on the bonds originally 
loaned to them. 

Before granting new loans to bolster up 
monopoly, Congress should set about de- 
vising some means to keep these compan- 
ies within the bounds of law—to prevent 
them from continually overloading the 
original lines with debts on account of 
non-paying branches and speculative ex- 
tensions, and extorting from the com- 
merce of the country unreasonable tolls to 
pay the interest on those debts, The Union 
Pacific, for instance, was built at the 
expense of the Government and people, 
and as it can be duplicated for $25,000 per 
mile, its tolls should be limited to a reason- 
able return upon that investment. But 
its liabilities amount to $100,000 per mile, 
and business is not only taxed to pay in- 
terest on that amount, but to build new 
and unencumbered branches every year 
for the operators of the concern.

Ha.F of the Sixth street roadway near 
Chestnut has been occupied for months by 
a huge buttress or tower of old bricks, 
which is neither ornamental nor useful. 
Just why this unsightly and annoying ob- 
struction has been permitted to stand 
there so long is a puzzle to the general 
public. The new building going up on the 
site of the old one from which these bricks 
were taken is now three stories high, and 
not one of those old bricks has been used 
init. If they are to be used in the new 
building eventually, they might have 
been stacked in its basement out of the 
way of the public long ago. But from all 
appearances they are to stand there for 
sale until some future building season 
shall develop a demand for old bricks. 
There are plenty of vacant lots on which 
old building material can find cheap 
storage, and to let it obstruct one of the 
busiest streets of the city formany months 
in succession isa gross imposition upon 
the public and upon the property holders 
who are taxed to pay for the pavements 
thus encumbered.

WITHOUT attempting to passat all on 
the merits of the contested-election cases, 
we believe that all honest men of both 
parties would rather have the contest de- 
cided on its merits than to have the con- 
testants shut out of court without a hear- 
ing. The recent decision of the Supreme 
Court on the subject gave a shock to the 
community not only because it refused to 
do justice in thease in issue, but because it 
gave the impression that there wasno way 
of reaching election frauds in this city, and 
that consequently the people were power- 
less against corruption. The public sense 
of justice will refuse to accept such a de- 
cision as final until it is convinced that 
there is no hope of any other conclusion.

The Contoocook mills at 
Penacook, N. H., raise 10 per cent March 1. 
The Glendon iron company at Easton, Pa., 
has restored wages to the plane of June, 1883— 
arise of 20 percent. Itis rumored that the 
Lewiston (Me.) bleachery will pay 10 per cent 
advance.

A Printing House Damaged. 

At 3:35 a. m. precisely an alarm of fire rung 
out from box 26, calling a portion of the de- 
partment to the premises occupied by the R, 
& T. A. Ennis stationary company, Nos. 118 


and 120 Olive street. Flames were pouring out 
of the windows on the third floor in solid 
masses and the smoke which came with 
it was almost stifling. Quickly the 
Hayes trucks were raised and four lines 
of hose were emptying untold quantities of 
water into the building. Gradually, by hard 
work, the firemen fought their way into the 
heart of the fire, which doubtless originated in 
the vicinity of the engine which is run by pe- 
troleum fluid. In the meantime the Salvage 
corps men, under Capt. Chas, Evans, were 
working like beavers spreading covers on the 
first and second floors. Altogether there 
were ep Meg tarpaulins spread and to this 
fact principally is owing the small loss by 
water, although the fire department did not use 
a pint of water that could have been avoided. 
The fire was confined almost exclusively to 
the floor where it originated, and only a 
very slight damage occurred, principally by 
smoke. The location of the fireand the nat- 
ure of the surrounding buildings spurred the 
fire department officers to great efforts, and 
they can congratulate themselves on confining 
and subduing the flames ao quickly and so ar- 
tistically. Mr. Richard Ennis oj the firm 
feels confident of being able to 
fulfill every contract, and by 
hustling will keep right up with his business.

AGAINST THE BISHOP’S PROTEST. 


A Requiem Mass for the Late Father Jar- 
dine in a Chicago Church. 

CuicaGo, February 11.—At the Episcopal 
Church of the Ascension yesterday, a solemn 
requiem mass for the repose of the late Father 
Jardine’s soul was celebrated. About one 
hundred and twenty people were present, the 
majority being ladies.

So far they have succeeded only in trespassing 
on other fields and filching ideas that have 
heretofore been recognized as the property of 
artists in an entirely different style of work. 
In sheer desperation they seem to claw around 
wildly and take hold of the first things that 
come within reach. This season brings us 
valentines that are merely large bunches of 
artificial flowers, done up tenderly in cotton 
with a neutral background, and a fancy bit of 
ribbon marked My valentine, or words to 
that effect. Fancy plaques are also inscribed 
My valentine, and sometimes a motto or a 
verse not atallin sympathy with the snowy 
landscape or marine view painted by hand on 
the plaque, is furtheradded to disguise the 
deception. Then again, Christmas cards are 
worked over and sold for valentines, a few 
necessary words being added in such a man- 
ner that they can be removed after this month 
to make way for new inscriptions when it is 
time to shove the same thing out 
at the public as an Faster card. 
But, perhaps, the most inexcusable 
fraud of all is the application of such 


small decorative articles, as velvet dressed 
rolling — and plush covered violins and so 
on, to the purposes of valentines. Small arti- 
cles of this kind with St, Valentine verses on 
them are put up in neat boxes and seem to re- 
tail 2 * as the lace pictures that are more

tines has increased 30 or 40 per cent. this year 
and that the demand for high-priced valen- 
tines, selling for $10, §25 and even $60 and $75 is 
unusually large. There were ve few of the 

or 75 valentines in the city when the 
sale opened and they were snapped up 
quickly. Numerous $10 boxes haye been 
sold, but the kind most in demand sell for $1 
$2 or 8. Something very nice can be had a 
these figures, the artistic part nearly always 
including some neat but 8 bit of hand 
painting.

GILBERT THE LIBBETTIsT, 


Personal Characteristics and Anecdotes of 
the Successful English Humorist. 
Howard Paul in New York WORLD. 

With a cynical temperament it is almost 
odd that Gilbert should so fervently desire 
to write qa successful comedy of manners 
or a play illustrative of human passions. 
And in these respects his plays, apart 
from his librettos, which are grotesque, in- 

enious and most amusing, have never 

uched the popular heart, The char- 
acters in his half dozen Pe 8, as, for in- 
stance, On Guard’’ and Tom Cobb“ 
are dramatic attractions. They move 
about the stage, but have no pulse and do 
not vibrate with human emotion, They 
come and go in well-directed fashion, but 
they are in a manner marionettes and you 
lack faith in them and their sentiments. 
A man to write a living drama that would 
stir the masses must be in sympathetic ac- 
cord with humanity, its sorrows, its joy, its 
emotions. Here Gilbert breaks down and 
hence he is only adroit and powerful when 
he can’t be satirical, N pictur- 
esque and inconventional, Although he 
may be said to have almost created a 
school he bears well in mind Moliere’s 
well-known saying that the best theatrical 
work is that which pleases most. 

Gilbert has a well-deserved reputation 
as a sayer of bon mots, and some years 
ago, when the late Tom Hood was the edi- 
tor, he contributed jokes and comic verses 
to the journal Fun.

A Race of White Savages Remaining Un- 
civilized in Europe, 
Paris Correspondence of the New York Times. 


In a former letter I wrote something of 
Old Servia, and, therefore, must ask par- 
don for again telling that those provinces 
became a Turkish villayet when Servia’s 
krus, Lazar, fell at Kossoyo, and this 
territory was bestowed upon those na- 
tions who embraced the faith of Islam, 
and who have bequeathed to their 
descendants a bigoted attachment 

its tenets unequaled by any 
other of the sultan’s subjects, of 
whom the are the most war- 
like and turbulent, Arnaout—the ‘‘val- 
orous’’—is the generic name borne b 
them in common with the Musselman Al- 
banians, with whom, however, they 
should not be confounded, these latter be- 
ing of pure Pelasgian origin. Yet, though 
having no affinity of race, both breeds of 
Arnaouts have many points of resem- 
blance.
